T arrytown. N. Y.. May 20.—At 11:20 
Tuesday morning a work train on the 
Hudson River road was blown to atoms 
IL miles below Tarrytown bv an ex­ 
plosion of dynam ite in transportation 
for blasting purposes in track construc­ 
tion. 
There* were thirty-three men, in­ 
cluding

and train 
men.

board.

fifteen terribly torn 
and 
wounded. 
Many of th dead wen* blown into the 
river, and live bollies still remain there 
unreeovercd. 
The train wa-, torn to 
atoms, the tracks rippe i from their 
bed ami a great hole many feet deep 
dugout of the earth, totally blocking 
traffic on the railroad for many hours. 
The train was iii charge of Conductor 
Connors and the gang of un ii was un­ 
der Jerome I fission as ho..s. The* dyna­ 
mite was all st ired on the first of the 
four flat ears com posing the train. It 
consisted of tw enty-four cases, and 
each case contained bitty pounds, m ak­ 
ing a total of 1.200 pounds. 
The force of the* explosion w as terri­ 
fic. 
The ground trembled as though 
from an earthquake, tin* walls of sev­ 
eral Tarrytown houses were shaken 
and cracked, and in the Tarrytown 
streets the w indow glass fell in show­ 
ers to the sidewalk. 
A spark from a 
passing engine 
is believed to have 
caused the explosion. 
The train was 
utterly demolished and eye w itnesses 
sav the air w as tilled with splinters and 
debris, while the bodies of the luckless 
train crew were hurled, some torn lim b 
from lim b, in every direction.
